Washington, January 22.—An urgent 
recommendation that an embargo be 
declaredefor a few days on acceptance 
by the railroads of any freight except 
coal and food was submitted to Di- 
rector General McAdoo tonight by the 


fuel administration. 

This action is imperative, Adminis- 
trator Garfield said, to assure adequate 
movement of fuel during the balance 
of the week, when the general trans- 
portation situation east of the Missis- 
sippi threatens to become worse daily, 
owing to the prolonged strain on rail- 
roads of deep snows and intensely cold 
weather. 

Tonight the five-day period of indus- 
trial suspension ended, and with the 
resumption of manufacturing tomorrow 
railroad officials look for a new flood 
of traffic which the railroads cannot 
handie until normal weather returns, 

Director General McAdoo tonight 
was not inclined to look with favor on 
the embargo proposal. -He held that 
under government operation and conse- 
quent pooling of facilities and short 
haul routing the railroads would be 
able to clear all freight offered for 
transportation without priority and 
without embargées. Coal and food al- 
ready have preference over all other 
classes of freight, he pointed out, and 
are being moved to tidewater and to 
localities where domestic needs are 
greatest, as fast as is physically pos- 
sible.

It was evident that the fuel adminis- 
tration was disappointed in that the 
order did not relieve railroad conges- 
tion as much as hoped for. Weather 
conditions were blamed for this, but it 
was clear also that fuel administration 
officials felt that a general embargo 
against the receipt of freight during 
the five-day closing period would have 


H. Smith, assistant director gen- 
eral, reported tonight that in the 
Pittsburg coal territory the coal sup- 
Ply was only 10 per cent of normal. 
Ohio got practically a fulll supply, 
but Indiana was short. West Vir- 
ginia and Virginia obtained fewer 
empties than yesterday. 

“The low temperature will result in 
inceasing reports of shortage of cars,"’ 
Mr. Smith added. 

During the past twenty-four hours 
temperature has ranged from 20 be- 
low in Ohio to from 2 below to 12 
above in the Pittsburg districts, 4 be- 
low in central Pennsylvania, 15 above 
at St. Louis and Chicago, 22 above at 
Buffalo and 10 to 21 above in New 
York and New England. 

“Heavy snows through the 
Pennsylvania and Virginia 
east to tidewater,” said the re- 
port, “caused slower train movements.” 

The movement into New England 
yesterday was about 2,200 cars. At 
Chicago the yards are siowly being 
cleared of snow. Dressed beef, live 
stock and perishables were moving 
east freely, and the delivery of box 
cars to western roads was reported 
increasing. Yesterday 2.700 cars of 
coal, 20 per cent less than normal, 
were received at Chicago. 

Refuse to Work in Cold Weather, 

At many places, Mr. Smith reported, 
the shortage of labor, skilled and un- 
skilled, was becoming more pro- 
nounced, “men refusing to work when 
the weather is so cold.”” Locomotives 
were much less effective under low 
temperatures. 

Director General McAdoo announced 
during the day that about seven new 
engines are being delivered daily to 
eastern lines by manufacturers and 
that this number will be doubled with- 
in a few weeks.

Coal Reaches City. 


Large arrivals of coal came into the 
yards on Tuesday. A total of seventy- 
three cars of domestic coal and seven- 
ty-two oars of industrial coal were re- 
ported as received by the different 
roads. This is the largest single day’s 
receipts since the shortage first began 
and as soon as conditions allow the 
placing of these cars, will go far to re- 
lieve the shortage still felt, 

Largely as a result of this increased 
arrival of coal, the coal bureau for the 
first time on Tuesday made deliveries 
in ton lots instead of half-ton. This 
was done to aid in the delivery of as 
much coal as possible during the bad 
condition of the streets, 

The weather was also responsible for 
the slowing up of deliveries by the 
dealers and the emergency committee. 
Delivery systems were estimated as 
only about 25 per cent efficient, on ac- 
count of the bad condition of the 
streets. Mules could not stand up and 
deliveries weer virtually limited to the 
capacity of motor trucks available, 
Many of these were also slowed up by 
the treacherous condition of the streeta. 

The fuel administrator has heen 
holding a small supply of coal original- 


ly consigned here for industrial use, 
to his order for diversion to domestic 
consumers in case of emergency. In 
the event of a continuatiqn Wednesday 
of the delays in delivery and placing of 
ears through the weather, it is hig in- 
tention to use this emergency supply 
for the filling of ordérs on hand. 


42 Cars Diverted. 
Since being authorized to divert coal 
if necessary, Mr. Kennedy has diverted 


in all either 42 or 43 cars from indus- 
trial use to domestic. It is his inten- 
tion to continue to take orders from 
the individual consumers, to fill those 
orders now on hand and at the same 
time build up an emergency supply of 
coal to be kept on hand for such times 
of traffic tie-up or bad weather con- 
ditions which would render delivery of 
newly arrived coal impossible.

near future. 

There is no particular line of busi- 
ness which is the chief delinquent in 
this regard, said Mr. McCool, although 
as a general rule it is the small lot 
consignee who is chiefly to blame.

“The average use of car space,” said

Resolved further, That we deplore the 
spirit of factious opposition and criticism 
in which many distinguished citizens have 
sought and are seeking to harass and dis- 
turb faithful public servants in a@ time of 
great national peril, and that we record our 
protest against such things as unpatriotic 
to the very verge of treason, 

Resolved further, That coples of these 
resolutions be transmitted to the president, 
and to the senators and representatives of 
Georgia.

PATRIOTISM ABOVE PARTY. 


There are few citizens of the United 
States whose patriotism outweighs their 
partisanship who will not regard the unpro 
voked eruption of Senator Stone, of Mis- 
souri, upon the floor of the senate on Mon- 
day, as ill-advised, untimely and unfortunate. 


The world-war in which this country is 
involved is in no sense a political under- 
taking, but is a national responsibility, 


whole-heartedly assumed by the entire peo 


“ew ™ple of the United States. 
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Neither the entrance of this country into 
the war, nor the final result of the conflict, 
can properly be regarded as an asset or lia- 
bility of any political party. 

While the administration charged with 
the conduct of the war has been the target 
for occasional shafts of criticism aimed by 
democratic, as well as by republican sena- 
tors, an unbiased inspection of the record 
forces the acknowledgment that senatorial 
partisanship has heretofore been subordinat- 
ed to patriotism, and that in both halls of 
congress the president has had the benefit 
of the cordial and unstinted support which 
his official position, as commander-in-chief 
of our armies, demands. 

When the subtle senator from Missouri 
precipitated upon the floor of the senate a 
partisan attack upon senators of different 
political faith, but whose loyalty to the 
country has been demonstrated by their un- 
faltering support of many administration 
war measures, he manifested a partisan 
spirit which should be promptly rebuked by 
every American who holds the cause of his 
country paramount to party considerations. 


Viewed indifferently from the standpoint 
of patriotism or of politics, the inconsistency 
of Senator Stone’s attack is emphasized by 
the fact that in the very hour of travail from 
which conscription sprang, the weight of his 
own influence was lent to the coterie of 
recalcitrant democrats who made common 
cause with La Follette in open opposition to 
the patriotic policies urged upon congress by 
the democratic president of the United 
States. 


In the hour of the nation’s peril the com* 
mander-in-chief commands the loyal support 
of the entire country, and the senator who 
breeds unnecessary strife in the law-making 
branch of the common government for polit- 


ical purposes endangers the success of the i 


nation’s cause in no less degree than the 
commissioned officer who incites or inspires 
discord and dissension in the ranks of the 
army for political or personal purposes. 
There will doubtless be those familiar

honest effort to excel in the loyalty of his 


support to the administration, which is. pri- 
marily charged with responsibility for the 
success of the nation's arms. e 


SPEED IT THROUGH. 


With commendable promptness’ the 
finance committee of council has completed 
and reported its first budget for 1918. Coun- 
cil received it Monday, and made it a special 
order of business for a special meeting to be 
held Thursday of this week. 

Probably no budget ever reported to any 
council, or to any other body dealing with 
appropriations of ublic funds, ever had the 
unanimous approval of all of those to vote 
on it. But in all probability this budget 
comes about as near to striking an even 
balance as could have been expected. 


The main thing, however, is action! 

In other words, an imperfect budget ap- 
proved, and authorizing work to begin at 
once, is better than one that may be a trifle 
more satisfactory, but approved and put 
into operation six months hence. x 

It Is the delay that hurts! 

So council will act wisely if it 
through with this budget at once so that 
when spring comes the contractors can get 
to work without loss of a day on the im- 
provements it calls for 

Unless this is done now it will be summer 
time before work can be got fairly under 
way. In that event the proposed new public 
school buildings, for tnstance, cannot be 
made ready for the opening of the fall term; 
which would be almost calamitous. 

Up to now the progress of the budget 
through the finance committee has been very 


satisfactory, from the standpoint of prompt- 
ness; and after all that is the main consid- 


eration. 

Council has acted with becoming prompt- 
ness in calling a special meeting to consider 
it instead of postponing action to the next 
regular session, which will be nearly two

Let it complete its good work on Thurs- 
day by disposing of the sheet and by author- 
izing whatever is to be done, so that there 
may not be a day’s delay in beginning the 
public improvements provided for.

Nevertheless it is not the fault of. the 
individual officer, it is just the survival of 
a quaint old English custom. . You know an 
Englishman cannot be changed in a day. 

But the average English officer ‘is a good 
sport, he will sit on a fire step adhd listen 
respectfully to Private Jones’ theory ,of the 
way the war should be conducted. This war 
is gradually crumbling the once unsurmount- 
able wall of caste. 

You would be convinced of this if you 
could see King George go among his men 
en an inspecting tour under fire, or pause 
before a little wooden cross in some shell- 
tossed field with tears in hie eyes as he 
reads the inscription. And a little later per- 
haps bend over a wounded man on a stretcher; 
patting him on the head. 

More than once in a hospital I have seen 
a Red Cross nurse fetching and carrying 
for a wounded soldier, perhaps the one who 
in civil life delivered the coal at her back 
door. Today she does not shrink from light- 
ing his fag or even washing his grimy body. 

Tommy admires Albert of Belgium be- 
cause he is not a pusher of men, he leads 
them. With him it's not a case of “take that 
trench!” it is “come on and we will take it.” 

It is amusing to notice the different char- 
acteristics of the Irish, Scotch and English 
soldiers. The Irish and Scotch are very im- 
petuous, especially when it comes to bayonet 
fighting, while the Englishman, though a 
trife slower, thoroughly does his bit; he is 
more methodical and has the grip of a 
bulldog on a captured position. He is slow- 
er to think, that is thé reason why he never 
knows when he is licked. 

Twenty minutes before going over the top 
the English Tommy will sit on the fire step 
and thoroughly examine the mechanism of 
his rifle to see that it is in working order 
and will fire properly. After this examina- 
tion he is satisfied and ready to meet the 
boches. 

But the Irishman or Scotchman sits on 
the fire step, his rifle with bayonet fixed be- 
tween his knees, the butt of which perhaps 
is sinking into the mud—the bolt couldn't 
be opened with a team of horses it is ao 
rusty—but he spits on his sleeve and siow- 
ly polishes his bayonet; when this is done 
he also is ready to argue with Fritz. 

It is not necessary to mention the Colo- 
nials, the Canadians, Australians and New 
Zealanders, the whole world knows what 
they have done for England.

@ conversation. This generally consisted of 
Tommy telling how much he loved the kaiser 
while the Saxons informed Tommy that King 
George was*a particular friend of theirs 
and hoped that he was doing niceiy. 

When the Saxons were to be relieved | 
Prussians or Bavarians, they would yell this 
information acroég+No Man’s Land and Tom- 
my would imniediately tumble into his 
trench and keep his head down. 

If an English regiment was to be relieved 
by the wild Irish, Tommy would tell the 
Saxons, and immediately a volley of “Donner 
und Blitzen's” could be heard, and it was 
Frits’s turn to get a crick in his back from 
stogping, and the people in Berlin would 
close their windows. 

Usually when an Irishman takes over a 
trench, just before “stand down” in the 
morning, he sticks his rifie over the top aim- 
ed in the direction of Berlin and engages 
in what is known as the “mad minute. 
This consists of firing fifteen shots in «4 
minute.. He is not aiming at anything 
particular, just sends over each shot with a 
prayer, just hoping that one of his strays 
will get some poor unsuspecting Fritz in 
the napper hundreds of yards behind the 
lines. It generally does; that's the reason 
the Boches hate the man from Erin’s Isle. 

The Saxons, though better than the 
Prussians and Bavarians, have a nasty trai 
of treachery in their makeup. 

At one point of the line where the 
trenches were very close, a stake was driven 
into the ground midway between the hostile 
lines. At night when it was his turn, Tom- 
my would crawl to this stake and attach 
some London papers to it, while at the foot 
he would place tins of bully beef, fags, 
sweets and other delicacieg that he had r 
ceived from Blighty in the ever looked-for 
parcel. Later on Fritz would come out and 
wet these luxuries. 

The next’ night Tommy would go cut ¢t 
see what Fritz had put into his stocking. 
The donation generally consisted of a pa- 
per from Berlin, telling who was winnir 
the War, some tinned sausages, cigars and 
occasionally a little beer, but a funny thing, 
Tommy né@ver returned with the beer unless 
it was inside of him.

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RULES TO CONSERVE 
WHEAT ARE ANNOUNCED 


Brooks Morgan, vice president and gen- 
eral mamager of the Frank E. Block com- 
pany, has, in his capacity as chairman of the 
food administration of the Biscuit and Crack- 
er Manufacturers’ association of the United 
States, made an important announcement in 
connection with the government's plans and 
orders for the conservation of wheat and 
wheat flour by the manufacturers, 

That these rules will work no hardship on 
the housewives is particularly stressed by 
Mr. Morgan. The supply of flour for domes- 
tic uses will be fully maintained, and every 
housewife will always be able to secure all 
flour for her household uses through her 
grocer. 

Housewives, however, are particularly 
urged to observe three points in connection 
wtth the wheat conservation movement, by 
which they can serve the country at war in 
extremely important matters. 

Three Fleur Rules. 

Firstly, everyone is warned against any 
attempt at hoarding flour. Such action is en- 
tirely unnecessary and will only hinder and 
interfere with the administration’s prosecu- 
tion of the war. 

Secondly, housewives are asked to do thelr 
utmost in the work of re@ucing the consump- 
tion of wheat flour. a 

Thirdly, get into the* habit of buying 
crackers made from other cereals. 

The cracker manufacturergiof the country 
have been experimenting for’aveeks on the 
making of crackers from sw5stitute flours, 
and many delicious and exceedingly nutri- 
tious results have been obtained. 

These new goods will shortly be placed 
upon the market, and every consumer is ad- 


vised to become acquainted with their de- 


| lightful qualities. 


Housewives are to be supplied with their 
flour ahead of the manufacturers. Bread 
bakers will be required to limit their use of 
wheat for the first six months of the year 
to 80 per cent of the 1917 consumption for 
the same period. Cracker bakers are like- 
wise reduced to 70 per cent of their 1917 
consumption. At the same time bread bak- 
era are required to use 20 per cent substitute 
flours, and cracker bakers as nearly as possi- 
ble sufficient substitute to maintain their 
1917 output during the current year, 

akers Are Regulated. , 

No bakers are allowed a greater propor- 
tion than 60 per cent of animal fats-n sponge 
or sweet goods, and are required to substi- 
tute vegetable fats instead.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
The Ubiquity df Carbon. 

Please inform me what kinds of food are 
rich,in carbon. Why is lime water used 
in milk? Does it prevent biliousness? What 
diet would you recommend for a person who 
has liver complaint and gets bilicus? When 
@ person drinks half a pint of cream a day 
is it necessary to mix lime water with it? 

ANBWER—lIt is hard to name any food 
not rich in carbon; fats, sugars, starches, 
proteins, all have plenty of carbon, perhaps 
the sugars and starches most. Lime water 
is sometfmes added to milk, a few spoonfuls 
or much more in a glass, to prevent the 
formation ef very large curds by the hydro- 
chiorie acid in the gastric juite. It doesn’t 
prevent the-ypsets commonly called “bilious- 
ness.” We.don't know what liver complaint 
means, but if bilious attacks occur we would 
suggest the Bread and Milk Club (a glass 
of milk and a cracker or one-fourth slice of 
bread, every three hours all day every Mon- 
day, taken in slow sips and nothing else 
on that day. The drinking of cream, in 
itself, may account for the “liver complaint’ 
and “bilious attacks.” . There would be no 
harm in adding lime water, if you prefer it 
that way. 

Bread -and Milk Club. 

I weigh 225 pounds and desire to reduce 
35 pounds. Have ‘very little time for exer- 
cise. What do you mean. Bread and Milk 
Club? Are oysters fattening? Is bran bis- 
cuit fattening? (i. Wa 

ANSWER—The Bread and Milk Club is 
not taking in fat members. The Karel) 
cure for yours, and directions will be sent 
on receipt of a stamped, addressed envelope. 
A quart of oysters contains only as much 
mourishment as a pint of milk. Bran is not 
fattening. It belongs with roughage,. and 
roughage of all sorts is good for fat folks 
to deceive their appetites with. One fine 
way to reduce is by taking more time and 
masticating every morse] very thoroughly: 
this satisfies the appetite with a much smali- 
er total intake. 7%

Six or eeven years ago a political ebb- 
tide everywhere followed upon the rev- 
olutionary flood-tide. In Russia the 
counter-reyolution triumphed and be- 
gan & period of decay for the Russian 
proletariat both in politics and in the 
strength of their own organizations. 
In Austria the thread of achievements 
started by the working class broke off, 
socie] Trance slation rotted in 
the government offices, nationalist con- 
flicts began again! with renewed vigor 
in the arena of universal manhood suf- 
frage, weakening and dividing the so- 
cial democracy. In BPngland the labor 
party, after separating from the liberal 
party, d into the closest associa- 
tion with it again. <In France the syn- 
dicaliets passed over to reformist posi- 
tions. Bustav Herve changed to the 
opposite of himself in the shortest 
time. And in the German social de- 
mocracy the revisionists lifted their 
heads, encouraged by history’s having 
given them such a revenge. The sott#. 
Germans perpetrated their demonstrat, 
tive vote for the budget. 
were compelled to change from offen- 
sive to defemsive tactics. The efforts 
of the left wing to draw the partyinto 
@ more active policy were unsu¢cess- 
ful. The dominating center swung 
more and more towards the right, iso- 
lating the radicals. Conservatism, re- 
covering from the blows it received in 
1905, triumphed all along the line. 

Im default of revolutionary. activity, 
as well as the possibility for reformist 
work, the party speng its entiréxenerzy 
on building up the organization, on 
gaining new members for the unions 
and for the party, on starting new pa- 
pers and getting new subscribers. Con- 
demned for decades to a policy of op- 
portunist waiting, the party took up 
the cult of organization as an end in 
itself. Never was the spirit of inertia 
produced by mere routine work  s0

as in the years immediately preceding 
the great catastrophe. And there can 
be no doubt that the question of the 
preservation of the organization, treas- 
mbt! aeepstabe houges and printing 
pr played a mighty important part 
in the position taken by the fraction in 
the reichstag towards the war. “Had 
we done anything else we would have 
brought ruin upon our organization 
and our presses,” was the first argu- 
ment I heard from a leading German 
comrade. 

GERMAN SOCIALIST PAPERS 
SILENT AT BELGIUM’S WRONGS. 

And how characteristic it is of the 
opportunistic psychology induced by 
mere organization work, that out of 
ninety-one social democratic papers not 
one found it possible to protest against 
the violation of Belgium. .Not one! 
After the repeal of the antf-sdcialist 
laws, the party hesitated long before 
starting its own printing presses, lest 
these might be confiscated by the gov- 
ernment in the event of great happen- 
pings. And now that it has its own 
>presses, the party hierarchy fears every 
decisive step so as not to afford oppor- 
tunity for confiscation. 

Most eloquent of all is the incident 
of The Vorwarts which begged for per- 
mission to continue to exist—on the 
bases of a new program indefinitely 
suspending the class conflict. Every 
friend of the German social democracy 
had a sense of profound pain when he 
received his issue of the central organ 
with its humiliating “By Order of Army 
Headquarters.” Had The Vorwarts re- 
mained under interdiction, that would 
have been an important polftical fact 
to which the party later could have re- 
ferred with pride. At any rate that 
would have been far more honorable 
than to continue to exist with the im- 
print of the general's boots on its fore- 
head. 

But higher than all considerations of 


policy and the dignity of the party

stood considerations of membership, 
printing presses, organization. And so 
The Vorwarts now lives as two-paged 
evidence of the unlimited brutality of 
junkerdom in Berlin and in Louvain, 
and of the unlimited opportunism of 
the German social democracy. 

The right wing stood more by its 
principles, which resulted from politi- 
cal considerations. Wolfgang Heine 
cragssly formulated these principles of 
German reformism in an absurd discus- 
sion as to whether the social democrata 
should leave ‘the hall of the reichstag 
when the members rose to cheer the 
emperor's name, or. whether they 
should merely keep.their seats. “The 
creation of a republic in the German 
empire is now ‘for some time: te 
come out of the range of all possibility, 
so that it is not really a matter for our 
present policy.” The practical results 
still not yet achieved may be reached, 
but only through co-operation with the 
liberal bourgeoisie. “For that reason, 
not because I am a stickler for form, 
I have called attention to the fact that 
parliamentary co-operation will be ren- 
dered difficult by demonstrations that 
needlessly hurt the feelings of the ma- 
jorif%™ of the house.” 


GERMAN SOCIAL DEMOCRACY 
STOPS REVOLUTIONARY POWER. 


But if a simple infringement of mon- 
archical etiquette was enough to de- 
stroy the hope of reformist co-opera- 
tion with the liberal middle class, then 
certainly the break with the bourgeois 
“nation” in the moment of national 
“danger” would have hindered, for 
Wears to come, not only all desired re- 
forms, but also all reformist desires. 
That attitude that was dictated to the 
routinists of the party center by sheer 
anxiety over the preservation of the or- 
ganization was supplemented among 
the revisionists by political considera- 
tions. Their standpoint proved in ev- 


ery respect to be more comprehensive 


and won the victory all over. The en- 
tire party press is now industriously 
acclaiming what it once heaped scorn 
upon, that the present patriotic atti- 
tude 6f the working class wil] win for 
them, after the war, the good will of 
the possessing classes for bringing 
about reforms. 

Therefore, the German social democ- 
racy did not feel itself, under the stress 
‘Of these great evils, a revolutionary 
bower with tasks far exceeding the 
question of widening the state’s boun- 
daBies, a power that does not lose it- 
self for an instant in the nationalistic 
whirl, but calmly awaits the favorable 
moment for joining with the ether 
branches of the international in a pur- 
poseful interference in the course of 
events. No, instead of that the ‘ier- 
man social democracy felt itself to be a 
sort of cumbersome train threatened by 
hostile cavalry. For that reason it sub- 
ordinated the entire future of the in- 
ternational to the quite extraneous 
question of the defense of the frontiers 
of the class state—because it felt iteelf 
first and foremost to be a conserva- 
tive state within the state. 

“Look at Belgium!” cries The Vor- 
warts to encourage the workmen-sol- 
diers. The people’s houses there have 
been changed into army hospitals, the 
newspapers suppressed, all party life 
crushed out. And therefore hold out 
until the end, “until the decisive vic- 
tory is ours.” In other words, keep on 
destroying, let the work of your own 
hands be a terrifying lesson to you. 
“Look at Belgium,” and out of this ter- 
ror draw courage for renewed destruc- 
tion. 

What has-just been said refers not 
to the German social] democracy alone, 
but also to all the older branches of 
the international that have lived 
through the history of the last half 
century.

Attorney General Clifford 
Walker Issues Statement Con- 
cerning Status of Soldiers. 


in regard to the polling of votes by 
soldier residents of the etate, Attorney 
General Clifford Walker has issued a 
Statement that @hould clear this ques- 
tion up in, the minds of men at Camp 
Gordon. 

Attorney General Walker's statement 
follows: 


“From time to time since the declaration 
of war I have receivee inquiries as to the 


rights of citize of Georgia now engaged in 
war service t 6te. As the minds of the 
people are tu more and more, to this 


general election year, these inquiries have in- 
creased, many ng from parents of the 
soldiers as well aga from the soldiers them- 
selves. Of course I have been compelled to 
advise that under our present laws, a voter 
can cast his ballot only in person at his 
home precinct on election day. 

“It is certainly proper that the status of 
these citizen-soldiera aa to the franchise 
should be fixed for the term of the war, 
and in view of the fact that the activities 
of both the executive and  “Ilegisiative 
branches of the state government will be 
engaged largely in consideration of matters 
touching the war, I feel sure that there will 
be no material opposition to the movement 
to preserve the right of Georgians, called 
from their homes in the service of the coun- 
try, to register their awn views as to the 
state's attitude in the conduct of the war, 
as well as of the civil affairs of the state. 

“The only question I apprehend will be @ 
proper safeguarding of the ballot, and to 
that end I am’now making a thorough study 
of the lawe-of other states and am pre- 
paring a bi to be presented to the next 
session of the legislature. I am sure there 
will be no reaF opposition to the bill.”

How England.and France, in the 
the war, have been able to avoid 
trial tieups such as now exist in the United 
States is explained by the National Thrift 
Bond corporation, of New York, in a state- 
ment just issued, which says: ie’ 

“In the Hght of present-day happenings 
Americans can well ask how ig it that thus 
early in the war we have heen jerked up 
to @ standstill, while our ailies carry oO 
montia after month with apparent success, 

“Th newer, we believe, is found in the 
fact th from the beginning the program 
both in England and France has been ‘pro- 
duction, more production, and still more pro- 
duction.’ : 

“While we have been holding academic 
discussions ‘about essential and non-essential! 
industries, our two aliies have been putting 
at least 50 per cent more effort into the 
job and converting everything into national! 
strength. 

‘France, for example, is at this time turr- 
ing out large quantities of fine perfumes and 
cosmetics, and is exchanging them with 
other countries for food and war stuffs. 
That, however, is only one phase of the mat- 
ter. One of our French correspondents sends 
us the following somewhat surprising fig-

“ag in France, this ras been accomplished 
through wholesale employment, the govern- 
ment, where necessary, providing elaborate 
training schools for the preparation of those 
untrained. 

“As far back as the spring of 1916 women 
were going into industrigi work five or six 
times as rapidly as im norma! years, and 
at that time abo five and a half million 
women were in in@ustrial employment. It is 
believed that. at present the (jgures are at 
least half a million larger. 

“It is known that munitions have ab- 
sorbed nearly one million female workers, 
who in some branches of this industry are 
in actual majority. For instance, 80 per 
cent of the persons employed for shell, fuse 
and grenade work are women. In light 
shell manufacture only 6 per cent of men 
are employed; in picric acid plants half 
the workers are women, and in T. N. T. 
plants over four-fifths are female work- 
era, 

“England is producing about as much 
eoal as usual, and is moving it, as ts indi- 
cated by the fact that she is able to send 
bunker coal to the United States in order 
to move her ships now tied up in our har- 
bors for lack of fuel. 

“England has been abie to induce her 
workers to stay on the job, and although «a 
special war act provides life sentence for 
all who incite strikes or interfere with pro- 
duction: there has been no need for enforc- 
ing the act. The unions have waived the 
custom of the closed shop and have allowed 
any and all te work. 

“The hours of labor are less—the pay 
higher than ever. The whole attitude of 
England today is work.”
